Ex- 
i VI ice Surgeon linker, who ban wairhoJ 
the case closely for several years, says that 
it is the most wonderful cace he ever heard 
of. The boy has been examined by a num­ 
ber ol scientists, who have all come to the 
conclusion (hat he is a perfect baby in 
mind and body. IDs father has been ap­ 
proached by many showmen, who were 
anxious to add the boy to their fist of at­ 
tractions; but Mr. Jena has declined every 
offer, not desiring to have his son exhibit­ 
ed to the public.

Drury, the p r on physician. 
The electric apparatus is fa a box ten 
inches in length, three inches high and 
three inches wide.

skinned hogs for the sake of the skin, and 
sli ce the process of scalding costs a dollar 
or more, many of the farmers who do not 
care to 
eat 
the 
pork 
rind 
have 
their hogs skinned, or such of them 
as they intend to keep lor their own eat­ 
ing. I was unable to learn what price the 
skins brought in the market, or to w hat use 
they are put. 
Probably they are worth ps 
much f s the price usually obtained for 
butchering, or the butchers would not 
choose to skin for the bide instead ot the 
money. 
Whether the hides are used for 
riding saddles or "Kussia leather, * hand 
Mgs and pocket books, I know n o t; but if 
they do the world any good in that way, it 
is more than they do in the pork barrel. 
As a matter of curiosity I would add, that 
the bide from a 200-pound pig weighs 
about 12% pounds—Rurvi World.

The elm, says the Scientific Farmer, 
beautiful as it is for a roadside tree, and to 
sh ade the homestead, is obnoxious to agri­ 
culturally. The roots extends as tar cer­ 
tainly as the tree is high, aud rob all other 
plants withiu this distance cl the food they 
need. See that row of elm along 
the 
loundary wall, with the corn-field on the 
other side. 
In the influence of trees but 
not shaded by them, the corn will be found 
smaller than further on; and, during a dry 
time, the crop is seen to shrivel.—all which 
goes to show' what a feeder and drinker the 
elm is. 
It requires liberal manuring to get 
go<nl mow inc within lorty feet cd this tree. 
The maple seems oulj to injure by lls 
shade. 
The roots do not apparently ex­ 
tend far, nor do they occasion other plants 
to want, to any great degree,either food or 
water, and they can be successfully grown 
in tho close vicinity. 
Not to speak of this 
tree as a sugar-maker, it is on other ac­ 
counts a (annet's tree beyond most others, 
and should be his favorite. 
For cities we 
commend the elm. in h a b its of growth 
raises its branches high lo the air and &1- 
ows of circulation of air, and leaves an un­ 
obstructed view for a considerable spice 
to betght and breadth up and down the 
avenue. While its leafy bowers give ample 
shade by day, it is yet not so close ps to 
shut out ail rays of of the moon by night, 
and so unduly darken the avenue.

net work of roots filling the ground below 
makes the roadway drier, aud consumes 
the filth always settling down in the city 
scil, leaving it more wholsome.
